BLEW UP THE MINES 
AND SHOT DEPUTIES 


W IL D DAY A T C R IP P L E C R E E K , 
COLORADO. 


Three Hundred 
Officers A ttem pt to 
Dislodge the 
Strikers and 
are 
Forced to Fly For T heir Lives 
W ith the Enraged M iners in Pursuit 
—W ar in Illinois. 


C r ip p le C r e e k . Col., May 25—T hree 
hundred deputies are fleeing for th e ir 
lives over B all m ountain. 
T h e strik ­ 
ing m iners blew up tw o gold m ines 
w ith 
dynam ite th is 
m orning, and 
w hen the deputies cam e th ey opened 
fire. 
The firing w as a t short range, 
and th e aim was deadly. 
How m any 
w ere killed is not know n, b u t th e dep­ 
uties 
broke 
and 
fled. 
T hey are 
being 
hunted 
th ro u g h 
th e 
dense 
woods 
by 
th e 
enraged 
m iners. 


D e n v e r , Colo., May 25.— Before an­ 
o th er day rolls by a bloody encounter 
betw een m iners and deputv sheriffs is 
expected a t Cripple Creek. 
A train 
load of arm ed men has started on the 
Rio G rande for th e cam p, w hich is 
w ell guarded. 
On Bull m ountain the 
m iners are intrenched behind fortifica­ 
tions of hew n trees, backed w ith rock, 
and filled in w ith brush. 
The invaders 
say they w ill obey orders and adm it 
th ere is m ore th a n a chance of a score 
of lives being sacrificed. 


soon retu rn ed and threw stones. T hen 
there w as a hand-to-hand conflict in 
which m any shots w ere exchanged. 
Sheriff T aylor w as knocked down, 
tram pled on, and badly kicked and 
beaten. 
His injuries are n o t serious. 
T hree o th er deputies w ere injured. 
Five of the strikers are th o u g h t to 
have been h it by bullets and seriously 
hurt. 
The mob w as finally dispersed 
w ith th e aid of th e local police and 
three rioters were arrested. 
The m iners determ ined to free th eir 
com rades and m arched to the hotel, 
w here they dem anded th e liberation 
of the prisoners, b u t they had been re­ 
moved to Ottawa. 
Being assured th a t 
the prisoners w ere n o t in th e hotel the 
mob proceeded to the city jail, w here 
a th ird one was confined, 
and w ith 
th reaten in g cries dem anded th a t the 
m an be liberated. 
The m en said they 
intended to te ar dow n the jail if their 
dem ands w ere n o t acceded to, so a t 9 
o’clock the m an was set free. 
The 
situ atio n is so serious, ow ing to the 
mood of the m iners, th a t an u rg en t ap­ 
ical w as m ade for troops.

Forty V olleys Fired Into Centralia Mine 
Offices—D esperate 
B a ttle A head. 


L a S a l l e , IIL, May 25—T he c Dal 
com panies th is m orning abandoned 
th e ir m ines and all protection was 
w ithdraw n. Five com panies of m ilitia 
arrived a t onc9 prepared to m eet th e 
m ob of five hundred th a t approached 
from Spring V alley. 
A fierce conflict 
is expected. 
C e n t r a lia , May 25 — A big mob a t 
tacked th e m ines here today and fired 
th irty volleys into th e offices. 
T here 
w as no resistance, th e ow ners having 
abandoned th e ir property and fled.

They 
did so and a fte r several addresses of a 
violent n atu re had been made, some­ 
body in tl.e crow d shouted: 
“ Shall we le t our brothers stay in 
jail?”

L et’s bu rn the jail dow n,” 
was th e answ er from the crowd.

leader w as soon selected, the m en fe ll 
in line and began th e ir m arch of seven 
miles. They will doubtless reach there 
before the m ilitia and trouble w ill cer­ 
tainly result.

T hrough requests m ade by the sheriff 
of M arion county the governor ordered 
Cob Sm ith of G reenup to select five 
com panies of the T hird R egim ent to 
re p o rt a t Centralia. 
Cob Bayle, as­ 
sista n t ad ju tan t-general, w ill go to 
th a t point a t once to take command. 
Sheriff T aylor of La Salle county 
said he, w ith a large force of deputies, 
had been attack ed by several hundred 
m iners w ith stones, revolvers 
and 
o th er weapons, shooting th ree of the 
deputies, severely 
inju rin g 
several 
others, including him self. 
He was 
unable Co quell th e rio t and th ere was 
im m inent danger of g re a t loss 
of 
life and destruction of property if im­ 
m ediate action was n o t tak en by the 
governor for such m ilitary aid as could 
be furnished. 
T here are 3,000 striking 
m iners a t Spring Valley, 
Ladd, and 
Seatonville w ho are likely to come 
th ere a t any tim e and continue the 
riot. 
A m ob is surrounding the hotel 
w here th e sheriff is lying wounded. 
Sheriff M. J. 
Helms of C entralia 
telegraphed th a t he had arrested sev­ 
enty-five m en for conspiracy in d e­ 
stro y in g property, th a t he has 200 
arm ed deputies. 
T he m ines a t San­ 
doval, K inm undy and Odin are th re a t­ 
ened w ith d estru ctio n by approaching 
m iners, w ho are also determ ined to 
release those under a rre s t 
C a r b o n d a le , lib . May 25—3 a. rn.— 
T hree hundred m iners have ju st le ft 
here for C entralia to aid in releasing 
the strik ers arrested yesterday by the 
sheriff. 
T hey have a G atling gun 
w hich th ey secured from m ilitia head­ 
quarters, aud w ith w hich they say 
they w ill be m ore th a n a m atch for 
th e troops ordered o u t by the g ov­ 
ernor. 
The m en are arm ed w ith re ­ 
volvers, rifles, clubs, and o th er w eap­ 
ons, are ap parently sober, and sw ear 
they m ean business. 
They are m arch­ 
ing dow n th e Illinois C entral tracks. 


Property Destroyed and the Governor 
Urged to Order Oat Troops. 
C e n t r a lia , 111., May 25.—Y esterday 
w as a day of g reat excitem ent here. 
T he m iners w ho 
stole a train a t 
D uquoin arrived here a t 3 a. rn., and 
a t 5 o’clock they assem bled a t th e Big 
Four m ine and commenced destroying 
things. 
The engine w as wrecked, th e 
dynam o injured, the office fu rn itu re 
dem olished, th e track s torn up, the 
cages 
and 
cars 
w ith 
all 
loose 
tim ber 
and 
rubbish 
piled 
into 
th e shaft. 
The dam age is estim ated 
a t $5, OOO, and it w ill take a m onth to 
clear o u t th e s h a ft 
L ater th e party 
divided, a p a rt going to Sandoval and 
th e re st to Odin, intending la te r to go 
to Pana. 
T he sheriff swore in IOO 
deputies and started on a special train 
to Sandovab 
T here he dispersed the 
mob. 
T he situation 
became 
more 
serious late a t n ig h t w hen it w as re­ 
ported a g reat crowd of strik ers w as 
com ing here from various points to re­ 
lease the m iners under arrest. 
Then 
another appeal was m ade for state aid. 
S p r in g f ie ld , 
111., May 25.—Sheriff 
Helms of M arion county telegraphed 
from C entralia to the governor, recit­ 
ing th e events of the m orning a t the 
Big Four mine, and asking for troops. 
T his answ er was wired: 
“Troops can only be sen t w hen local 
au thorities show th a t the condition re­ 
quiring their presence specified by law 
actually exists.” 
The adjutant-general has a battalion 
of troops all ready to be dispatched to 
the scene of trouble in tw enty m inutes, 
and can mobilize 1,000 m ilitiam en a t 
C entralia in one hour. 
No one w ill be 
sen t from head q u arters to the scene of 
strife, as it is believed 
th e local 
authorities eau handle the m atter.

W a s h in g to n , May 25.—T here isn’t 
much com fort for th e sugar senators 
in th e report of th e Gray com m ittee, 
filed today.

com m ittee found 
plenty of proof th a t th ere had been 
attem pts to bribe, b u t w ere n o t con­ 
vinced as to who got th e fat. 
T he • 
com m ittee finds th a t B uttz m ade bare­ 
faced attem pts a t bribery b u t exoner­ 
ates Senators H utton and Kyle. 
Senator K vle bro u g h t up his H aw a­ 
iian resolution in th e senate today and 
afte r a discussion on th a t point th e 
tariff debate w as again resum ed. K yle’s 
resolution, which declares ag ain st any 
attem p t to restore the queen in H awaii 
was tak en 
up 
yesterday 
in 
the 
senate and discussed. 
U nanim ous con­ 
sent w as asked to p u t it on its pas­ 
sage, w hen the tariff bill came up as 
th e unfinished business and th e reso­ 
lution w ent over. 
Mr. H ale (rep., Maine) led off w ith 
a sarcastic com m ent on Mr. Gorm an’s 
speech. 
The bill as it now stood, Mr. 
H ale said, had no responsible parents. 
I t w as th e resu lt of th e intercourse of 
those who had abandoned p arty prin­ 
ciple w ith the easy virtues of a few 
protected industries and the h ab itu al 
pro stitution of the trusts. 
I t had its 
origin in the back room of a New 
Y ork office. 
The A ldrich am endm ent to increase 
the du ty on tin p late to I M cents per 
pound w as laid on th e table, 36 to 2d. 
T he Jones tin p late am endm ent was 
th en adopted, fixing th e duty a t I 1-5 
cents, as was also the Jones am end­ 
m ent grading the duty on steel ingots, 
blooms, etc., according to size, value, 
etc. 
The surprise of the day w as th e ac­ 
ceptance by the finance com m ittee of 
an am endm ent offered by Mr. Allen, 
the N ebraska populist, to place barbed 
w ire on th e free list. 
Mr. Powers* 
am endm ent to include other classes of 
fence w ire was defeated. 
In 
consultation 
Senators Harris, 
Jones, Vest, Brice, Cockrell and others 
decided to notify th e republican side 
th a t the progress m ade w as n o t satis­ 
factory and unless th e tariff 
bill 
moved 
along 
more rapidly longei 
hours w ould inevitably result. 
Sev­ 
eral republican senators, it is believed, 
w ill yield to th e pressure upon them 
and consent to having th e Jones aud 
com m ittee am endm ents laid on the 
table.

lead of tw o experienced miners. 
D a n v i l l e , IIL, May 25.—The m in­ 
ing situation here is quiet, as no men 
are a t w ork in any of the mines. 
The 
coal fam ine is g ettin g serious, several 
p laning m ills having sh u td o w n w ithin 
th e la st tw o days for lack of fueL The 
strik in g m iners are allow ing coal to 
be m ined for the use of the w ater 
works. 
M in on k , IIL, May 25.—Coal is scarce 
here and is being hoarded. 
The m in­ 
ers here are quiet aud determ ined.

RAILROADS HINDER SETTLEMENT. 


If They Will Abrogate Contracts the 
Strike Will Come to an End. 
C olu m b u s, Ohio, May 
25.—Indica­ 
tions point to a settlem en t w ithin ten 
days of th e coal m iners’ strike, and if 
present negotiations are successful the 
200,000 m en now in voluntary idleness 
w ill soon re tu rn to work. The trouble 
is th a t a large num ber of operators, 
m ostly of Pennsylvania aud Illinois, 
are bound by contracts w ith different 
railroad com panies to furnish th e ra il­ 
roads w ith hundreds of thousands o: 
tons of coal a t a price based upon the 
conditions of trad e before th e strike 
w as inaugurated, and unless th e rail­ 
road com panies can be prevailed upon 
to declare these contracts off th e oper­ 
ato rs bound by them can not possibly 
pay th e increase in w ages agreed udoil

the first republican convention before 
the war. 
O ptim istic populists in ta lk ­ 
ing of th e situation in Indiana de­ 
clared th a t they had three tim es as 
m any voters in th e state as they had 
tw o years ago, w hen th e count showed 
22,208. 
Some w ent so far as to claim 
they would poll 100,000 votes a t the 
election next fall. 
The platform w as introduced by a 
pream ble th a t dilated on the condition 
of the farm er and ended by indorsing 
the Omaha platform .

STRIKERS SHOT 
LIKE BRUTES- 


One o f the Incidents o f th e Labor Trouble 
In Pennsylvania. 


U n io n to w n ,

m ines of th e W ashington Coal and 
Coke com pany in the fo u rth pool oc­

are seriously 
wounded.

tle. as n o t a shot was fired by the 
strikers, b u t seem ingly w ith o u t provo­ 
cation the volleys w ere fired by the 
deputies w hile the strik ers w ere as­ 
sem bled in th e public road. 
Shortly 
before 
m idnight 
la st 
n ig h t 
2,000 
strik ers assem bled a t the Stickle Hol­ 
low plants, com ing from Lucyville, 
F ay ette 
City, 
Freeport, 
Allen­ 
p o rt and 
m any 
other 
points 
on 
the M onongahela river. 
Some of them 
w ere arm ed b u t the m ajority w ere not.* | 
T hey w ent into cam p n ear the plant, 
w here they rem ained u n til 3 o’clock, 
w hen they adjourned to th e public 
road leading to the w orks and over 
w hich the w orkm en would have to 
pass to the p it 
Here they w orked a 
line of defense to in te rru p t the w ork­ 
m en and attem p t to g et them to re tu rn 
home. 
A ccording to the plans, they 
stopped the first delegation of m iners 
and, a fte r a little persuasion, induced 
them to join the strike. 
The men 
turned back and about th e tim e they 
w ere sta rtin g back home w ith th eir 
dinner buckets the deputies, w ho w ere 
on guard and w itnesses to th e affair, 
were ordered to sh o o t 
They fired three volleys into th e 
mob a t a range of only ab o u t fifty 
yards. 
The first volley brought fo rth 
no response from the strikers, who 
were th o u g h t to be w ell armed, b u t 
instead they ran in every direction, 
leaving the dead and w ounded lying 
in th e public road. 
T he deputies follow ed w ith tw o more 
volleys and w ere shooting w hen the 
la st strik ers disappeared. 
The report 
of the affair given by the officials of 
the com pany is to the effect th a t three 
strikers w ere picked up lifeless in the 
road afte r the shooting and ab o u t a 
half dozen w ounded ones w ere carried 
av -*y. 
te r reports say six men were killed 
an . sixteen wounded. 
The p lan t is so 
far .. ck in the country th a t the actual 
fac._ have not been received. 
The 
com pany officials say th a t the strikers 
served notice on them th a t they ex­ 
pected to assault the w orks and acting 
on this inform ation the deputies con­ 
sidered this interference 
w ith the 
w orkm en as the beginning of the as­ 
sau lt and for th a t reason fired on 
them. 
Sixty-six of the strik ers w ere placed 
under arrest and are in jail here. The 
situation a t the mines is alarm ing and 
m ore serious trouble is expected w ithin 
the next tw enty-fonr hours. 
R eports 
late last n ig h t are th a t 3,000 strikers 
from the low er end of the fourth pool 
were m arching on 
Stickle Hollow 
thoroughly arm ed for the purpose of 
storm ing the w orks regardless of con­ 
sequences.

Specifications for grading, curbing and paving 
that portion of South Kiver street, in the city ot 
Janesville between the southerly ine of West. 
Milwaukee street and the northerly line of 
Pleasant street. 


g r a d i n g . 
Said street shall be graded so as to briog its 
surface at a uniform depth of eleven Inches be­ 
low' the established grade of the same and in 
doing said grading, t ne ear lh is to be scooped 
off to the re quired depth, so as not to loosen Hie 
soil below. 
Also in all places in said street where trench­ 
ing has been done for wrater. gas or sewer pipes 
or connections of any kind, such place shall be 
made firm aud secure against unequal settl­ 
ing. 
lf any filling is done In bringing said street to 
this grade it must be done with sand or gravel 
free from all perishable materials. 
After the surface hasbeen shaped to conform 
to the pavement above, it shall be thoroughly 
rolled or tamped to make it secure against any 
settling; which having been done a ballasting 
of at least four inches of clear sand or fine 
travel shall be spread in such a manner, that 
tile sub-grade of said street shall be uniformly 
eight inches below' the established grade there­ 
of ; said ballasting to be well robed or tamped 
so as to make it ln m.

svme and having on its surface a ballast of at 
least lour inches 
of good 
clean 
sand 
or 
fine gravel, well and thoroughly tamped; there 
sba'l be laid lengthwise of said street a flooring, 
formed of good, sound, green hemlock boards 
free from rot, sjp. wind shakes or other defects, 
one inch thick, and from eight to twelve inches 
wide, and sixteen feet long; said boards are to 
be lai > in close contact with each other and to 
break joints through, their edges to be straight 
and their ends sawed off squire, so as to form 
close j.lints, aud present a smooth, compact and 
unitoim surface, conforming to the sub-grade 
of said street, preparatory to laying the paving 
blocks. 
PAVING. 
Between the curbing on either side of said 
street and resting upon the flooring above spec­ 
ified shall be a paving of cedar blocks, which 
shall form the ro d bed of said street.

said street and at intervals of four feet apart, 
from center to center, good sound, well seasoned 
durable pine stringers, one inch thich, eight 
inches wHe ami not less than fourteen feet in 
length, said stringers shall be free from rot, 
sap, wind shake or other defects; they shall be 
well and firmly imbedded 
in

sand 
or 
fine 
gravel 
forming 
the 
ballasting 
so that the top surface of said 
stringer 
shall accurately conform to the sub-grade of 
said street. When said stringers are thus laid, 
the sand or fine gravel between them shall be 
carefully dressed with a straight edge. *o as to 
insure that the top surface of the ballas ing be­ 
tween the st itigers shall present a smoot ^com ­ 
pact and uniform surface, conforming to the 
sub-grade of said street, preparatory to laying 
the flooring. 
F L O O R IN G . 
Resting on the stringers and the ballasting 
between them , shall be a flooring formed of 
good, sound green hemlock hoaids, free from 
rot, sap, wind shakes or other defects, one inch 
thick and from eight t i twelve inches wide, and 
sixteen feet long: they are to be laid lengthwise 
of the street, in close contact with each other 
and to break joints throughout, their ends be 
iug sawed e ll square so as to form close joints 


P A V IN G . 
Between the curbing and street car track on 
either side ot said street aud resting upon the 
flooring prepared as above specified, shall be a 
paving ot cedar blocks, which shall form the 
road bed of said street. Said blocks shall have 
a uniform length of six inches, sawed from 
good, sound, live cedar posts, of from four to 
ten inches in diam eter, free from bark, rot or 
other defects. They are to be placed on their 
ends uprn the flooring iii close contact with 
each other, and to be kept well driven up so as 
to form close joints and a firm road-bed.

All connections of the pavement with sewer­ 
age, gas or w ater openings shall be substantially 
and properly made, and the street Upon comple­ 
tion shall have a uniform smooth surface, con­ 
forming to the final grade and crown of said 
street, aud it shall be left by the contractor in 
perfect order and condition.

cepted as herein stated. 
It is lim b er expressly understood th at the 
price per squaieyard named in the contract for 
paving said street, shall cover the whole cost of 
grading, furnishing, preparing and laying the 
strin g e r, flooring and paving blocks as herein 
specified and c ntem plated, and th at the i ru e 
per lineal foot, nam ed in the contract for curb­ 
ing, shall cover the 
hole cost thereof, includ­ 
ing the taking up and removing of the old curb 
ing, where required,aDd the furnishing, plac­ 
ing, setting and properly securing in posiaon 
new curbing as herein specified. No charge 
shall be made for curbing unless in such places 
only where new curbing is directed to be put in 
by the special committee. No ex tra allowance 
w hatever will be made. 
These specifications are hereby declared ’o be 
a part of the contract for grading, curbing and 
paving said street.
